Report of the Cable Television Regulatory Commission 


Cable television has come to the Towns of North Berwick, Ogunquit, 
Wells and York but at a pace far slower than anticipated when 
collectively, the four Towns awarded franchises to New England 
Cablevision, Inc. 

During the past year the Cable Television Regulatory Commission was 
concerned as to delays in completion of cable construction and in regard 
to a lack of responsiveness on the part of the cable company to 
prospective customer’s questions about service availability. 

A delay in construction of the trunk cable to York was caused by road 
work on Route 1, and a longer than expected construction period in all 
four towns resulted from an original under-estimate of the number of 
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cable miles which would be required. While each of these causes were 
accepted as impacting the construction schedule, the Commission 
considers the delays experienced far longer than such events would 
warrant. 

Of even greater concern has been the numerous telephone calls to the 
Commission members and to the Selectmen of the Towns complaining 
that cable company employees could provide no reliable information as 
to when service could be available in particular areas. Questioned in this 
regard, the company can only cite as a cause, the need to hire and train a 
work force which had no prior experience in the cable television field. 
The Commission finds little credence in such an excuse since New 
England Cablevision has had many years of experience in the field and 
should have recognized a need to provide at least a cadre of experienced 
people to train it’s new employees and, in the interim, be a focal point of 
information for prospective customers in our communities. 

The problems described above now seem to be behind us and a sub- 
stantial percentage of our citizens have cable television available to them. 
All areas with a housing density of 25 or more homes per mile are now 
served by cable. Areas which do not meet the 25 homes per mile criteria 
will be served if they are identified as having at least 15 households where 
an interest in the service exists. Individuals who feel that there is such an 
interest in their area should notify the cable company of that fact. 

Based on the comments of cable subscribers in all of our towns, the 
quality of service being provided by New England Cablevision is very 
high and the number and variety of channels offered provide a broad 
selection of entertainment to our communities. 

As acondition of the franchise award, the cable company was required 
to make available the necessary training and video facilities to provide 
for local origination of television programming. The Commission feels 
that local civic, governmental and educational entities in our four 
communities should now begin to take advantage of these resources in 
the advancement of their activities. 

The Commission intends to continue it’s efforts to assure high-quality 
television service to our local areas and it will welcome all suggestions in 
regard to advancing it’s effectiveness in this regard.

NOTE A - SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES
